Otto Kerner, immediate pa 
governor of Illinois and a U. S 
appeals judge in Chicago for 
the past three years, was one 
of five men indicted Wednesday 
by a federal grand jury. Only 
the fourth federal judge ever 
indicted, he will leave the 
bench temporarily, pending his 
trial. 

Kerner is charged with evad- 
ing $84,129 in federal income 
taxes and making false state- 
ments to an Internal Revenue 
Service agent. 

The counts against the 63- 

ear-old official are bribery, 

mail fraud, tax evasion, 
perjury and conspiracy, all 
in conhection with allegedly 
legal race track stock 
transactions while he was 
governor during the 1960s. 

He is the second prominent 
Ilinois Democrat to be placed 
under suspicion, within a 12- 
month span, A year ago, it was 
disclosed that ‘the late Secre- 
tary of State Paul Powell left 
unexplained funds exceeding 
$800,000 in shoe boxes. 

Lieutenant Governor Paul 
Simon, the party slatemakers’ 
choice to run for governor in 
1972 against Governor Richard 
B. Ogilvie, a Republican, said 
yesterday he doubts that the 
indictment of Kerner will have 
much impact on the Simon 
campaign 
Noting that the 
nois secretary of state, Repub: 
lican John “Lewis, also 
been criticized for once owning 
race track stock, Simon said 
many members of both parties 
have been associated with horse 
racing interests. 

“ve disclosed my income 
publicly during the entire 
time I have served in public 
office and _alsu have had all 
of my staff members reveal 
their income,” Simon said 
in stressing that he is hon- 
est and will remain so. 
Daniel Walker, Simon's 

mary election opponent, said 
former Gov, Kerner's reputa- 
tion also good before he 
ecame governor. Walker 

sed that Simon currently is 
cooperating with—rather than 
seeking to dismantle—the Chi- 
cago political organization 
which originally backed Kerner

$30 Million Requested To Operate University 


Revised operating budget re- 
quests totaling $91,766,566 for 
1972-73 have been reported 
at Carbondale to the Southern 
Illinois University Board of 
Trustees. This is 16.56% above 
the $78,728,960 appropriated for 
operations in 1971-72. The fig- 
ure for SIU-SW is $30,861,276. 

The amount is, $13,119,868 less 
than requests of $104,886,434 
submitted Oct. 1 to the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education. 

For the Carbondale campus, 
the revised request is $7,334,939 
less than the $68,250,229 asked 
for originally, and for the South- 
western campus a cut of $5,774,- 
929 from $3€,€36,205. 

The requests reflect an in- 
crease of 15.54% above the 
current $52,711,688 appropri- 
ated for Carbondale and 
18.62% above the 1971-72 
amount of $26,017,272 for 
SIU-SW, 

At its September meeting the 
board had approved the original 
operating requests which were 


prepared according to Board of 
Higher Education guidelines. 
Because of financial and educa- 
tional developments since Sep- 
tember and as a result of a 
budgetary review, SIU adminis- 
trators agreed on the revised 
amounts. The new requests 
were approved conditionally by 
the board Nov. 19. 
The amounts listed do not in- 
clude retirement contributions. 
Non-recurring items in the 
1971-72 budget amount to $1,057,- 
313, plus $243,697 for programs 
which will be discontinued. 
New funds requested for 1972- 
73 include $4,234,836 for aca- 
demic and non-academic salary 
increases, $1,913,275 for the 
Medical School at Carbondale 
and Springfield and $303,300 for 
the Law School at Carbondale. 
It is estimated that the 1972- 
73 funds will include $82,908,890 
from general revenue and 
$8,857,676 from the university 
income fund.

Faraway Events Directly 
Affect State-- Ogilvie

Dock strikes may sound like 
faraway events, but their ef- 
fects touch every American. 

In our fantastically interde- 
pendent economy, we often feel 
the effects of faraway events 
where it hurts the most—in our 
pocketbooks. 

The story of how the 
strikes affected Illinois citi- 
zens and farmers is a gi 

justration. 

armers had a bumper crop 

of soybeans and corn this year 
in Ilinois, 

Half the beans and a quar- 
ter of the corn go into inter- 
national trade, and believe me, 
there's nothing faraway or 
mysterious about that. 

Illinois is the leading export- 
er of farm goods in the coun- 
try, and if Illinois farmers get 
in trouble, so does the state’s 
economy — meaning the pros- 
perity of all of us. 

From the moment the 
strikes began at Gulf and 
East Coast ports in early 
October, Ilinois farmers? 
representatives went to 
work. 

They urged the President and 
their representatives in Con- 
gress to take action against the 
lied-up ports because of the 
damage to their sales abroad. 

As the strikes progressed, the 
bumper crop piled up with no- 
where to go, and prices fell 
sharply. 

Losses to date are more 
than $40 million—in lowered 
prices—for Ilinois alone. 
But the problem was worse 

than any immediate loss. For- 
eign buyers want stability and 
guaranteed delivery, like any, 


they turn away from 
our producers, they tend to 
stick with new suppliers who 
can deliver the goods. 

After consultation with 
the Illinois Agricuitural As- 
sociation, I communicated 
directly with the President 
and others in the adminis- 
tration. 

What we sought was the in- 
vocation of the 80-day cooling- 
off provisions of the Taft 
Hartley Act. 

Word came. back, however, 
that the President was reluc- 
tant to use this one-time-only 
power while neg ions were 
still in progress. 

So they were—but so were 
losses amounting to more than 
$4 million a week to Illinois 
alone. 

When Vice-President Agnew 
and I appeared later before the 

ation in Chicag 
about the losses was

I spent considerable time 
discussing the problem with 
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the farm leaders during the 

time I spent at the meeting. 

Two days later, I won unani- 
mous approval from the na- 
tion’s Republican governors for 
a resolution urging quick ac- 
tion in Washington. 

But the dam didn’t break un- 
til two days before Thanksgiv- 
ing, when negotiations were 
suspended in a complete stale- 
mate. 

First thing the next morning, 
I called Attorney General John 
Mitchell 

“We're ready to move, 
now that negotiations have 
stalled,” he told me. 

This was followed by the 
President’s own announcement 
on Thanksgiving day, and the 
ports re-opened under a dozen 
or more court injunctions the 
following Monday.

Again, there's nothing myste- 
rious about this, We’re sending 
far more dollars abroad than

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Extra Lines for 
Holiday Telephone 
Calls to Vietnam 


For many American service 
men stationed overseas in South 
Vietnam, long distance calling 
to relatives and friends back 
home this Christmas can be the 
next best thing to being there 

To accommodate the in 
creased calling volume during 
the holiday season, 28 overseas 
telephone circuits are available 
to South Vietnam, according to 
Dale Kaeshoefer, local man 
ager for Southwestern Bell. 

“More than 1,000 calls per 
day were completed during the 
Christmas season last year for 
off-duty servicemen calling 
home from South Vietnam,” he 
said. “This year, we expect 
there will be more than 2,000 
calls completed daily.” 

The combined efforts of the 
USO, the military, the Bell 
System and communications 
people in South Vietnam, Hong 
Kong and Guam will be di 
rected toward simplifying the 
trans-Pacific calling — process 

d permitting the maximum 

mber of calls between South 

etnam and the U, S. 

Kaeshoefer suggested that 
arrangements be made to 
have the serviceman call 
home if possible. 

Trying to reach a 
serviceman quickly by call- 
ing from the United States 
is extremely difficult,” Kae- 
shoefer noted.

Big Turnover Expected Next Year 
In Illinois Assembly Membership

Springfield—One aspect of the 
1972 election that is freely. pre- 
dicted at the Statehouse is 
that there will be a record 
number of candidates for the 
Illinois House and Senate. 

All 59 Senate seats will be-up 
next year as well as the 177 in 
the House. 

Starting in 1974, the Senate 
terms will return to the stag- 
gered procedure with half com- 
ing up for election each two 
years, 

A major reason for the 
anticipated record field of 
legislative candidates is the 
new salary, now at an im- 
pressive $17,500 a year for 
both senators and represen- 
tatives. 

Many a marginal candidate 
debating whether to enter a 
primary in some district will 
be influenced by the relatively 
high pay to take a gamble. 
Scores of long-shots, each with 
some kind of personal popular- 
ity in his home area, will be 
entering the field. 

The makeup of the 78th Illi- 
nais General Assembly which 
will be elected next November 
and will convene the following 
January may be far different 
from those Assemblies that 
have preceded it. 

The winds of change are 
blowing through the legisla- 
ture, And many students of 
state government feel it is for 
the worse. 

Already, nine veteran scna- 
tors have announced they will 
not be candidates for re-election 
next year. The number of out 
going House and Senate veter- 
ins will probably increase by 
the end of filing time. 

Why are they leaving when 
the pay is at last so high? 

There are a number of rea- 
sons involved, but a major one 
deals with the quality of the 
men themselves. Most legisla- 
tors have been relatively well- 
to-do; they have lucrative busi- 
nesses or law practices back 
home. To many, much of the 
legislative pay increases are 
eaten up in income taxes. 


Another important rea- 
son is that lawmaking in 
Illinois has become almost 
a full-time operation, The 
legislature meets in annual 
sessions, and interim or 
special sessions in the fall 
have become almost a 
habit. 

It is difficult to spend this 
much time in Springfield and 
still do a good job of running 
a business back in the district 
Older members especially find 
the physical strain a severe 
one. 

The big debate over ethics, 
including income disclosure, 
has also encouraged some well- 
qualified men to say goodbye to 
lawmaking. It's not that all of 
them are dishonest by any 
means, but many feel that pri- 
vately. earned income is no 
one’s business, including possi- 
ble business competitors. 

There are those who feel that 
a mass exodus of veteran sena- 
tors and representatives will 
bring “‘new blood” into the leg- 
islature and lead to a better 
performance. Maybe, But oth- 
ers are concerned that it may 
mean a descent into medioc- 
rity. 

The $17,500 salary—although 
obviously high to the average 
citizen—is, nevertheless, not in 
itself sufficient to attract as a 
full-time legislator a man of 
exceptional ability who could 
earn much more in private en- 
deavors. 

But full-time lawmaking ap- 

here to stay. 

The complexity of state 
government and the prob- 
lems with which it must 
deal rule out any return to 
the old six-months biennial 
sessions. 

The best that can be hoped 
for at this stage is to limit the 
odd-year sessions to a. strict 
six months and limit the even- 
year meetings to three months 
and confined to budgetary mat- 
ters 

In the meantime, some good 
men are leaving or shunning’ 
the legislature. This could mean 
serious trouble for Illinois in 
the not too distant future, 


Labor Force Up 390,000 in Month 


To All-Time High 


of 85,200,000

Unemployment moved up in 
November but employment con- 
linued to gain and reached 85 
million for the first time. 

Total employment has risen 
substantially since the summer. 
The unemployment rate was 
6.00 in. November, compared 
with 5.8% in October. The over- 
ull jobless rate has fluctuated 
close to the 6% mark since last 
November, 

White workers accounted for 
all of the November increase 
in joblessness. Their unemploy- 
ment rate, which had edged 
down between August end Octo- 
ber, rose from 5.3% to 5.7% in 
November, a return to the lev- 
els prevailing during much of 
1971. 

The jobless rate for Negroes 
dropped over the month—from 
10.7% to %—after drifting 
upward since the beginning of 
the year. : 

Nonagricultural payroll em- 
ployment rose slightly in No- 
vember, as employment in 
most major industry divisions 
edged up from their October 
levels. 

The number of unem- 

ployed persons totaled 4.8 

million in November. After 

allowance for the usual 
seasonal changes unemploy- 

{ment was up 210,000 be- 

tween October and Novem- 

ber, with virtually all of the 
increase occurring among 
young adults. 

The bulk of the overall rise 
in joblessness stemmed from 
job loss, rather than from the 
entry or re-entry of jobseekers 
into the labor force. 

The overall jobless rate was 
6.0% in November, compared 
with 5.8% in October and 6.0% 
in September. Although unem- 
ployment rates for a few major 
labor force groups changed 
over the month, the jobless Sit- 
uation for most workers was 
not significantly different in 
November from the patterns 
that have generally prevailed 
during 1971. 

Unemployment rates for all 
adult men (4.4%) and teen- 
agers (17.0%) showed little or 
no change from their October 
Jevels. The adult male rate con- 
tinued within the relatively nar- 
row 4.2-4.5% range in evidence 
since the beginning of the year. 

The teenage jobless rate 
stood at the 17% mark for 
the fourth consecutive 
month and has shown no 
clear trend since rising 
sharply in late summer and 

early fall of 1970. 

For married men, however, 
the jobless rate (3.4%) was up 
significantly over the month, 
following a drop in October. 
Their rate has also shown no 
marked change during the 
course of the year. 

The unemployment rate for 
adult women rose from 5.5% to 


5.8% over the month but was 
little different from the levels 
that have prevailed throughout 
1971, The October-to-November 
rise primarily reflected in- 

reased jablessness among 20- 

-year-olds 

The November increase in 
unemployment occurred almost 
entirely among full-time work 
ers, whose rate rose from 5.4% 
in October to 5.8% in Novem- 
ber. The jobless rate for part- 
time workers was essentially 
unchanged over the month. 

For workers covered by state 
unemployment insurance pro. 
grams, the jobless rate moved 
down fram 4.5% to 4.2% in No- 
vember (seasonally adjusted). 

The decline returned the 
state-insured rate to the August 
level, after small increases in 
the intervening months. 

The increase in joblessness in 
November resulted in a rise in 
‘the number of workers unem- 
ployed less than five weeks 
which, in turn, was partly re- 
sponsible for lowering the aver- 
age duration of unemployment 
to 11.7 weeks, seasonally ad- 
justed. 

Since May, the average dura- 
tion of unemployment has flu 
tuated narrowly around 12 
weeks, or three weeks above 

ago levels. 

The number of workers 
on part time for economic 
reasons (those who want 
full-time work but have 
been able to find only a part- 
time job or have had their 
workweek reduced because 
of economic factors affect- 
ing their jobs) rose from 
2.5 to 2.6 million (seasenal- 
ly adjusted) in November. 

This series had hovered 
around the 2.5-million mark 
since last December, but 
the November increase 
brought the number of such 
workers to a 10-year high. 

The nation’s civilian labor 
force rose by 390,000 in 
November, seasonally ad- 
jucted, to an alltime high 
of 85.2 million. 

The over-the-month —in- 
crease, confined largely to 
adult women and teen- 
agers, continued the rapid 
expansion of the civilian Ia~ 
bor force in evidence since 
late summer. 

Total employment has risen 
susbtantially since the summer. 
The increase in recent months 
has been concentrated among 
adult women. 

After dropping substantially 
in October, unemployment 
among Vietnam-era veterans 20 
to 29 years old returned to the 
level that had prevailed 
throughout the third quarter of 
1971. 

‘A total of 320,000 war veter- 
ans were unemployed in No- 
vember, 50,000 more than in 
October, while the number em-

Unfortunately, at key times in past years, 
usually in the midst of dry spells, negative votes 
prevailed whenever a fully adequate drainage 
installation program was being proposed. 

One of those most active in trying to end 
periodic [lo 0 ding has been Mrs. Helen M 
Hawkins of Nameoki Township. She handed 
us a letter from her yesterday for The Forum 
column and we will reproduce it here 

“By now, we know it is possible to have 
as much rainfall in December as it is in July. 
It is about time the unconcerned of our area 
start being concerned about the drainage prob- 
lem. We all face in times of a two-inch or more 
rain 

“The state has allotted moncy to help start 
the project in the Dobrey Slough area, but we 
can't seem to get the ball rolling due to local 
hangups. 

“T have worked on this project for 
years and the only time we get any participa 
tion is when we have precipitation. So let's all 
pitch in and help. 

“We can either sink or swim and I prefer to 
do neither, which is possible with adequate 
drainage.

It would not be fair to say that local area 
voters are to blame for the myriad drainage 
woes. They share the responsibility with many 
other people and occurrences and circumstances. 

It always has ben a difficult task to de- 
sign and operate low-cost systems in such a 
flat area. 

More thar once, large numbers of voters 
did work to pass adequate programs, only to 
go down to defeat because self-serving politi- 
cians sought to demonstrate their “clout,” curry- 
ing favor among the electorate by upholding 
and appealing to selfish short-sighted thinking. 

Levee District policy-setters for years 
drained huge tax sums from Granite City and 
Nameoki Township while only providing a pit- 
tance in the way of new storm lines. They con- 
sistently short-changed what projects they did 
carry out by wasting many dollars on stacked- 
deck buying, bidding and hiring procedures. 

When a major Levee District-City drainage 
network was built in Granite City, it proved to 
be more of a bother than a solution. Dozens 
of breaks occurred in subsequent years, cost- 
ing vast amounts for repairs and replacements. 


When substantial state financing was ar- 
ranged for a storm sewer system, political 
‘leaders’ who did not see eye to eye with it 
persuaded Governor Kerner into mouthing ir- 
relevant comments in the form of two devastat- 
ingly destructive veto messages. Gov. Kerner, 
now in a lot of water (hot) over another phase 
of his 1960-68 stewardship, never did figure 
out the difference between hillside and commu- 
nity drainage in his two terms in the executive 
mansion. 

A few Granite City municipal officials have 
added to the difficulty by opting for a “great 
wall of China” approach. “We've got enough 
problems now without letting anybody else 
build a home or store or subdivision or shop 
ping center or industry,” some came close to 
aying from time to time. This attitude, and its 
tax-base-crippling side effects, are a big part of 
why they've “got enough problems.” 

In a narrow sense, it may seem logical to 
prevent construction where there is no drainage 
The city's governing body, citing past sewer 
breaks, sometimes has used this rationale to 
block tap-ons, annexations or any other altera- 
tions of the status quo 


The Levee District has gone so far as to 
try to block construction of a new Granite City 
High School as well as discouraging many lesser 
building projects 

But such a situation is an untenable one to 
take unless everyone who says “ban new build- 
simultaneously moving heaven and 
earth to promptly provide more drainage. And

Springfield—So far, the best 
thing that has happened to Illi 
nois Republicans is Dan Walker. 

With the 1972 election year 
virtually here, the sagging 
GOP morale has received a big 
boost with the developing feud 
between Lt. Gov. Paul Simon 
and “walking” Chicago attorney 
Dan Walker, ‘who is challenging 
the regular Democratic organi- 
zation in a bid for the nomina- 
ion for governor 

The Simon-Walker battle is 
shaping up as possibly the most 
bitter primary Illinois Demo. 
crats .have experienced in al 
most 40 years. One must go 
back to the Henry Horner- 
Herman Budesen struggle in 
1936 to find anything compara- 
ble 

Then it was incumbent Gov 
Horner battling the Kelley-Nash 
machine. Horner beat the ma- 
chine and went on to be re 
elected to a second term 

This time, however, it is a 
paradoxical situation in that 
Downstater Simon has the 
backing of the Chicago organ 
zation of Mayor Richard J 
Daley while Walker, although a 
Chicagoan, is challenging the 
machine. 

Walker already has shown 
himself to be a tough cam- 
paigner of no mean talent. He 
has goaded the usually calm 
Simon into verbal counter- 
attacks that have raised some 
Statehouse eyebrows. 

The general feeling beneath 
the Capitol Dome was that 
Simon, with all the big guns of 
Mlinois Democratic weaponry 
in his corner, would pretty 
much ignore Walker, But not 
sO. 

Walker quickly got under 
the Simon skin with a 
charge that — by appearing 
before party slatemakers — 
Simon was accepting sup-

Prather Students Race 


Cars Which 


The culmination of one month 
of hard work for students in the 
eighth grade manufacturing 
class at Prather Junior High 
School came recently as stu- 
dents raced self-propelled cars 
which they had built in the 
finals at an assembly in the 
school gym. 

Ten cars qualified for the 
final competition from a field 
of about 100. The fastest cars 
were chosen after classroom 
races. 

‘The finalists lined up and pre- 
sented their cars to the assem- 
bly. The cars then were at- 
tached, two at a time, to a 50- 
foot dragstrip, a length of string 
from the starting block to a 
large sponge. 

The cars contained carbon di- 
oxide cartridges which when 
punctured provided propulsion 
On the signal from Don Sutphin, 
manufacturing instructor, the 
cartridges were punctured then 
the cars jetted down the track 
at scale speeds of 400 to 600 
miles per hour. The actual 
speed approached 55 miles per 
hour. 

Gardner Winner 

Each car was timed by a 
stopwatch and at the end of the 
assembly, Bruce Gardner was 
declared the winner for the best 
designed and fastest car. 

The project began 20 class 
periods earlier as the boys de- 
signed their cars, first in thumb-

nail sketches and then in full 
scale drawings. Theidea of the 
project was to design a car with 
the lighest possible frame and a 
wind yesistant shape. 

After the drawings had been 
completed the students carved 
full scale mock-ups of their cars 
in styrofoam. - The final step 
was the actual carving of the 
car body from a solid piece of 
pine wood, and the attaching of 
soda straw bearings, axles and 
wheels. The total cost of the 
project was 60 cents per car. 
‘The prototype cars were care- 
fully painted and decorated be- 
fore preliminary testing could 
begin. 

After all of the “kinks” had 
been worked out, the cars were 
ready to race and classroom 
“heats” and “drags” became 
the high point of each student's 
school day. 

Salt, Pepper Shakers 

About 95% of the eighth grade 
boys at Prather are enrolled in 
the manufacturing class. The 
last project was building rock- 
ets which were fired from the 
school lawn. Presently the boys 
are building salt and pepper 
shakers. 

The class will end the year by 
building high intensity reading 
lamps. 

The sequel to the class is the 
required seventh grade building 
class in which students learn 
the art of construction. 


Social Learning for 
Retarded Tested Here 


Illinois and the Quad-Cities 
have joined the network of 
states participating in an inno- 
vative Yeshiva University pro- 
gram for educating mentally 
retarded Children and youth. 
The university is located in New 
York City. 

Sixty-five Illinois teachers 
will join nearly 800 teachers in 
20 other states and Saskatche- 
wan, Canada, field testing the 
social learning curriculum de- 
veloped at the Curriculum Re- 
search and Development Cen- 
ter in Mental Retardation at 
Yeshiva University’s Ferkauf 
Graduate School of Humanities 
and Social Sciences. 

The program is innovative in 
its stress on “social learning,” 
designed. to prepare retarded 
children to deal with problems 
they will face adults. 

Funded by the Bureau of Ed- 
ucation for the Handicapped, 
U. S. Office of Education, the 
Center is unique in its attempt 
to combine research and cur- 
riculum development to develop 
teaching materials for use in 
special classes, regular classes 
and tutorial settings. 

Dr. Herbert Goldstein, di- 
rector of the Center, said 
field testing will take place 
in Arlington Heights, Cice- 
ro, Elgin, Evanston, Granite 
City, Gurnee, LaGrange, 
Taylorville, Waukegan and 
Wood River.

Marjorie Fratkin, coordinator 
of field operations at the Cen- 
ter, are Dr. Charles Nelson, re- 
search evaluator, Illinois _De- 
partment for Exceptional Chil- 
dren, and the state supervisor 
of Educable Mentally Handi- 
capped Programs, Peggy Pfce.

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New Platters Brighten 
History of Jazz, Blues

For those of us who were too 
young, yet would like to enjoy 
the fine old sounds of the early 
blues and jazz greats, RCA has 
come to the rescue. 

They have just released six 
new platters in their Vintage 
series, now making a total of 
70 albums, which is designed to 
be a living history of jazz and 
the blues. 

The package contains two 
blues albums, three jazz al- 
bums and a soul platter by the 
early and neglected Lil Green. 
Each disc has 16 cuts of origi- 
nal material, most of which has 
never been in album form until 
now. 

In addition to Miss Green, 
there are performances, by Ar- 
thur (Big Boy) Crudup, Lionel 
Hampton, Oran Thaddeus (Hot 
Lips) Page, Washboard Sam 
with Memphis Slim and Big Bill 
Broonzy and an album called 
“Swing” -which features many 
of the big bands of a few years 
ago. 

Albums such as these demon- 
strate that not all things must 
change with the times to re- 
main good. They show what 
jazz and blues were like before 
they become homogenized with 
pop, rock and whatever else 
might be thrown in the blender 

Breaking the package down 
into individual platters, you 
find Lil Green as one of the 
very earliest soul singers. She 
came from Chicago and 
reached her peak, while in her 
late teens and early twenties 
just before and during World 
War II. At the time, Lil sang 
mainly for black audiences, in 
a rhythm-and-blues style 

“Romance in the Dark’’ 

“Romance in the Dark le 
song on the album, was_her 
first big hit on RCA’s old Blue 
bird-label in 1940 and sold for a 
low, low price of 35 cents. 

Lending a neiping and on 
the dise is Big Bill Broonzy on 

uitar, who wrote three of the 
songs for Lil. “Why Don’t You 
Do Right,” the song which put 
Pegy Lee in potlight, is 

‘0 included or album in 
Lil's original high-voiced style 

Arthur Crudup who has been 
called “the father of rock ‘n’ 
roll,” was just a little ahead of 


his time. During the years from 
1941 to 1956 he waxed nearly 80 
sides for Bluebird, much of 
which was rock ‘n’ roll. How- 
ever, rock was not to become 
popular for several more years 
and he was left out in the cold 

Crudup’s album has its 16 
bands set up in a chronological 
order to demonstrate the 
singer-guitarist’s versatility in 
going from a blues wailer to a 
rock ‘n’ roll artist. He never 
became a rock superstar but he 
left a huge impact on the mod- 
ern day music scene 

Lionel Hampton's _ platter, 

* is also set up in 
chronological order, starting 
way back in 1937 under his own 
name. 

Hampton, who became one of 
the world’s finest jazz vibes 
players, also is an expert 

mmer, pianist and vocalist

1951 when Lips had one of his 
last bi nds 

One of the truly great blues

fore coming to the council,” 
Basarich commented. 


Gerald Parmley, alderman of 
Ward Six, said he believes that 
eligible applicants for police 
and fire jobs “should be placed 
in 1-2-3 order.”” 


At a suggestion by Alderman 
Paul Schuler, Mayor Donald 
Partney said he would suggest 
that a member of the board be 
present at the Dec. 20 meeting 
to explain the matter.

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Steel Imports 
Topped Ceiling 
During October 


By the end of October, U.S. 
imports of steel had already 
soared above the full year tar- 
get ceiling set under a foreign 
producer voluntary agreement, 
and seemed ready to crowd the 
all-time import record. 

According to American Tron 
and Steel Institute, 15,515,000 
tons of foreign steel entered 
the United States during Octo- 
ber. This is 80,000 tons more 
than the target limit of 15,435,- 
000 tons for the full 12 months 
of 1971 set under the voluntary 
arrangement by which Euro- 
pean Common Market and Jap- 
anese steel producers pledged 
to limit their exports to the 

.S._ market. 

This’ year’s steel imports are 
already the second highest on 
record. And, said AISI, if they 
were to continue at their Octo- 
ber rate for the last two months 
of the year they would top 
1968's allstime import record of 
17,960,000 tons. Like 1971, that 
year also saw heavy consumer 
steel stockpiling as a hedge 
against a possible strike which 
never occurred. 

Steel imports this October 
were 1,437,000 tons. Sheet and 
strip products again accounted 
for nearly half the month's to- 
tal—with 699,000 tons. Pipe and 
tubing imports for the month 
were 116,000 tons, while 119,000 
tons of foreign plates entered 
the country in October. 

Specialty steel’ imports also 
continued heavy. October's 
stainless imports of 15,000 tons 
pushed thir 10-month, 1971 total 
to almost 163,000 tons. This is 
just 14,000 tons less than 1970's 
full year total of 177,000 tons. 

Alloy steel imports ih Octo- 
ber, 1971, of 35,000 tons pushed 
their 10-month total to 338,000 
tons—or just 11,000 tons short 
of 1970's 12 month total.

Springfield - Jacksonville May Be First Freeway Link 


By RAY SERATI 
Copley News Service 

Springfield—Plans are contin- 
uing for the building of a net- 
work of freéways to link virtu- 
ally every section of the state. 

The freeway system will be 
constructed through the sale of 
some $600 million in bonds 
which was approved earlier this 
year by the General Assembly 
and upheld by the Illinois Su- 
preme Court. Some $150 million 
in bonds have been sold for the 
initial construction work. 

To date neither Gov. Richard

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If You Drink, Don't Drive, Chief Warns 


Chief of Police Ronald J. 
Veizer had a word today for 
holiday party goers. The word, 
he said, is “time,” and the 
Chief explained it this way: 

“Drivers who drink heavily 
and then depend upon hot cof- 
fee or cold showers to sober 
them up before sliding behind 
the wheel of a car are only 
kidding themselves,” Chief Vei- 
zer said. “All you have is a 
soaking-wet drunk, or one 
that’s full of coffee. They’re 
still potential menaces to 
themselves, their passengers 
and others on the road!’ 

The chief pointed out that 
even though his department 
puts maximum available ° 
power on the road at critical 
periods, information provided 
by the International Association 
of Chiefs of Police, the National 
Safety Council, and others in- 
dicates that alcohol continues to 
be a factor in over half of all 
traffic deaths. 

Chief Veizer cited good ad- 
vice from the National Safety 
Council; (1) know and under- 
stand what alcohol does to the 
body; (2) realize your own 
drinking limitations; (3) if you 
insist on drinking to excess, let 
someone else drive. 

Accident Potential Jumps 

“Alcohol effects different peo- 
ple in different ways,” says 
Chief Veizer. “Some can look 
and act fairly normal, yet will 
be severely impaired in their 
driving abilities. Add winter 
weather and adverse driving 
conditions, and the accident po-

tential for these drinkers rock- 
ets up far out of reason.” 
Many drivers have the mis- 
taken belief that alcohol acts 
as a stimulant to the body. 
“Not so,” states Chief Veizer. 
“Alcohol has been proven to be 
a depressant. It slows reflexes, 
impairs vision, lessens coordi- 
nation—and, worst of all, alco- 
hol increases willingness to 
take risks. This ‘don’t care” 
attitude induced by alcohol is 
one important factor leading to 


traffic crashes.” 

The chief emphasized that the 
level established by law in this 
state for driving under the in- 
fluence is .010. That’s more 
than enough to make anyone an 
unsafe driver. 

“Folklore remedies for sober- 
ing up won't help,” Chief Vei- 
zer concluded. “Time is the 
only answer — time for your 
body to dispose of the alcohol. 
And after several drinks, that 
time may be several hours.”

SPRINGFIELD — Site selc 
tion for four small community 
based correctional centers in 
Illinois is continuing, but a fi 
nal decision probably will not 
be announced until the January 
legislative session acts on 
means of financing them, 

The four are part of a $30 
million construction package of 
six facilities announced by Cor 
rections Department Director 
Peter R. Bensinger earlier thi 
fall. 

Of the six, funds have been 
appropriated for two—an $8 mil 
lion juvenile reception and diag 
nostic center, for which a site 

already been obtained in 
icago, and a $6 million Adult 
Division new classification cen 
ter to be built on the grounds 
of the Stateville penitentiary at 
Joliet

acres was pur 
chased at 33rd and _ Kedzie 
Streets in Chicago for $400,000, 
for the juvenile diagnostic cen. 
ter, and $377,000 has been ap- 
proved for planning for that 
center, with the Pace Co, select 
ed as associate architects 
planning 

An associate architect or en 
gineer has not yet been select 
ed for the Joliet adult facility 
Arthur Huffman, state crimin 
ologist, said funding arrange. 
ments have already been made, 
with $3 million to come through 
the Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission and the other $3 
million through the Illinois 
Building Authority. 

The exact site for that facility 
has not yet been announced, 
Huffman said. He added, “It is 
not at all unlikely to be ir 
some propinquity” to the State 
ville branch at Joliet, in order 
to reduce costs by tying in with 
the existing heating plant and 
other utilities already there. 

The Joliet construction will re- 
place an 80-year-old structure 
now in use, built as the first 
women's prison in Illinois and 
used until the women’s prison 
at Dwight was opened. 

Bills to provide funds for the 
remaining four facilities were 
at the second reading stage 
when the October - November 
legislative session recessed 

As announced by Bensinger, 
each of the four will have an 
inmate capacity of only 300 to 
500, will be located in or near 
major metropolitan areas and 
will provide minimum and me 
dium security treatment facili- 
ties. 

Presently, all prison facilities 
in Illinois are maximum secur- 
ity except for the prison at Vi 
enna, opened recently and still 
not operating at its full capa. 
city.

Springfield — Though capital 
punishment remains on the law 
books in Illinois, nearly 10 years 
have elapsed since the last state 
execution. < 

Meanwhile, 33 men remain in 
one of the state’s two Death 
Rows, biding time while they 
wait for the switch that will 
probably never be thrown. 

William Kauffman of the Par- 
don and Parole Board says 
there are 23 condemned men 
waiting at the Stateville branch 
of the Illinois penitentiary . at 
Joliet, and another 10 at the 
Menard prison near Chester. 


There is an electric chair at 
each prison, but no one as ac- 
tually been electrocuted in any 
Illinois prison since 1949 

The more recent*executions in 
the state have taken place .in 
Cook County, where the state’s 
third electric chair was located 
in the Cook County jail, until 
overhauls last year in the cor- 
rections setup in that county, 

The men awaiting execution 
have all been convicted of mur- 
der, though treason, kidnapping 
and forcible rape also are all 
capital crimes in Illinois, 

The condemned have been 
waiting as little as a year 
or as long as 42 years for 
their date with the wired

chair, which has been the 

official form of execution in 

Illinois since hanging was 

abandoned many years ago. 

Many of the men awaiting ex- 
ecution, Kauffman said, have 
had several execution dates set, 
but these have always been set 
aside for various reasons with- 
out the sentence being carried 
out. 

Of the 10 condemned at Me- 
nard, seven are in the regular 
Death Row and three are in the 
prison’s psychiatric division. 

The oldest convict in terms of 
sentencing was first sentenced 
to die in 1929, Kauffman said, 
but was later taken back to 
court and found to be crimi- 
nally insane, under Illinois law 
at thal time. It was ruled that 
whenever he is found to be re- 
covered, an execiition date will 
be set. 

That day is never likely to 
come, Kauffman said, since the 
prisoner is senile, has lost one 
leg while waiting execution and 
is now reported to be totally 
out of touch with reality and 
unlikely to recover. 

Kauffman’s records show the 
most recently imposed death 
sentence was handed down in 
1970, with no one sentenced to 
death in Ilinois during 1971.

Muzzle law Crackdown Due 
To Rise in Dogbite Cases 


The dog muzzle requirement 
is to be strictly “enforced in 
Granite City, Humane Officer 
Edward Johnisee has reported, 

“Since our city is being over- 
run with stray animals and we 
have such an increase in dog 
bites and catbites among our 
children — some of whom are 
being subjected to rabies shots 
—our laws will be enforced to 
the fullest extent,"’ he said.

AN ORDINANCE

DANGEROUS BUILDINGS 

WHEREAS, the City of Gran- 
ite City is a’ home-rule unit of 
Government pursuant to the 
Constitution of the State of 
Ilinois, 1970 and;

Closely Linked

Springfield— Neil Hartigan, 
handsome, 33-year-old Chicago 
attorney, is widely recognized 
as being Mayor Richard Daley’s 

‘man” on the Democratic state 
ticket. 

The youngest person on the 
sixman slate ticket, Hartigan 
was slated to be Governor Can- 
didate Paul Simon’s lieutenant 
governor running mate. 

‘Hartigan, an Irish Catholic like 
his mentor, Daley, spent four 
and a half years as the mayor’s 
administrative assistant. For 
the past three and a half years, 
he has been Daley’s Pari Dis- 
trict counsel. 

The big redhead also is pow- 
erful Democratic ward commit- 
teeman in the 49th Ward. In 
Chicago, a ward committeeman 
+there are 50—is comparable to 
being a county chairman down- 
state, 

With that job goes a lot of po- 
litical muscle — involvement in 
patronage, slatemaking and oth- 
er political issues and tasks. 

Because he speaks Spanish, 
Hartigan has taken more than 
a passing interest in the Span- 
ish-speaking people of Chicago. 
He has done much to improve 
the quality of life for Latins liv- 
ing in Chicago.’ He has won 
awards for outstanding govern- 
ment service from the Jaycees, 
the Irish Social Center and the 
Israel Bonds group. 

Hartigan has a law degree 
from Loyola University and is a 
native of the city by the lake. 
He and his wife, Margaret, ‘have 
four children,

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Cong. Price Backs Bill to 
Disclose Lobby Activities 


Chairman Melvin Price, D- 
East St. Louis, of the House 
Committee on Standards of Of- 
ficial Conduct has formally rec- 
ommended enactment of a new 
law to treat lobbying activities. 

The proposed statute, primar- 
ily a disclosure measure for the 
benefit of the Congress and the 
public, is embodied in a bill 
(H.R. 11453) which was intro- 


duced Oct. 27 by Cong. Price” 


with the co-sponsorship of Rep- 
resentatives Jackson E. Betts of 
Ohio, ranking Republican mem- 
ber of the committee; F. Ed- 
ward Hebert, D-La., Chet Holi- 
field, D-Calif., Lawrence G. Wil- 
liams, R-Pa., and Edward 
Hutchinson, R-Mich. 

“This bill is the result of 
many months of intensive study 
following two series of public 
hearings at which the commit- 
tee listened to the views of all 
who wanted to be heard,” Pric 
said in filing the committee’s 
report on the bill. 

“A majority of the committee 
believes it is a reasonable mea- 
sure that will accomplish the 
desired results — namely, the 
public disclosure of expendi- 
tures and other activities of 
paid lobbyists. 

Information Bill 

“The bill recognizes that lob- 
bying is a legitimate and use- 
ful activity in connection with 
the legislative processes and 
that the right to engage in such 
activity is guaranteed by the 
First Amendment to the Consti- 
tution. The bill, therefore,’ plac- 
es no restraints on the legiti- 
mate exercise of such activity. 
It simply would provide Con- 
gress and the public with in- 
formation about the expendi- 
tures and activities of those 
who, for pay, support or oppose 
measures in Congres 

The bill would substitute 
whole new body of laws for the 
1946 Regulation of Lobbying Act 
which, Cong. Price noted, he 
been found deficient in many 
respects. 

The committee undertook its 
study of lobbying practices in 
response to a directive from 
the House to consider the need 
for remedying weaknesses in 
the present law. 
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One of the features of 
bill is that it would cover, for 
the first time, the activities of 
so-called ‘‘grass roots’ lobby- 
ists — that is, those who for 
pay, or through the use of con- 
tributed funds, solicit others to 
support or oppose legislation.
